A creat many troops were cantoned a-

nel, and we often heard of fome hun- 
dreds of tlat-bottomed boats being pre- 
pared tor traniporting them. His bri- 
tannic Majetty having formally declared 
war on the 17th of May, it was anfwer- 
ed by a counter declaration of his Mott 
Chritian Majefty, publithed at Paris 
the roth of June. Whether the French 
realy intended to invade G. Britain, or 
only to give fuch an alarm as might 
tend to prevent the fending out of power- 
ful iquadrons to different places for op- 
poling their deligns, is uncertain. In 
the mean time a numerous fleet of war- 
ips and tran{ports had been got toge- 
ther at Toulon. That tleet failed the 
i2thot April, having from 13 to 15,000 
land-forces on board, who debarked at 
Creutadclla in the ifland of Minorca on 
the asth. The French ftill make a 
great noife about G. Britain’s having 
besun hoitilities at fea, without pre- 
vious Geclaration of war. It has, on 
the other hand, always been infiited up- 
on by the Briuth, that France was evi- 
cently the aggreflor, by both invading 
their territories and commencing hoitili- 
wes in America; and that what was 
cone atiea, was only with a view of ta- 
«ng trom a had neighbour the means 
conunuing her injurious conduct. 
And here it is eafy to obferve, that the 
french were the firft who invaded terri- 
tory in Europe, and that their troops 
Nad landed in Minorca before 
the declaration of war on either fide.

countnes, has been to much the iubject 
of converfation and difquifition fince, 
and mutt be fo freth in every one’s me- 
mory, that we thall fay nothing of it 
here. The profeiled detign of Adm. 
byng’s going out, was to reinforce the 
garriion of ot Philip’s, to prevent the 
landing of French troops on the land 
if it had not happened, or, 11 it had, to 
hinder their getting fupplics of men, 
provifions, and ammuniuon.  Intlead 
of attempting to throw fuccours into 
Fort St Phibp’s, the Britith Admiral 
fhaped his courte back for Gibraltar ina 
day or two after the action mentioned. 
The garriion at firit confifted of but 
3500 men, and got no reinforcement. 
One the other hand the French were 
from time to time augmented, fo that 
upon the whole above 20,000 of them 
arrived, and every thing that they want- 
ed was fent them. Notwithilanding 
this ditparity of circumftances, the brave 
old Gen. Blakeney made a vigorous and 
a pretty longdetence. A general affault 
having been made on the 27th of June 
at night, the French made themf{elves 
matters of {ome redoubts which put them 
in poficilion of the fubterraneous pafia- 
ges leading to the body of the fort. 
Next day the betieged found it neceilas 
ry to make propofals for a capitulation. 
It was agreed, that the garrifon fhould 
march out with all the honours of war, 
carrying with them their whole effcéts 
which could be put into trunks, and 
fhouid be tran{fported to Gibraltar in 
fhips paid by his Mott Chriftian Majefty. 
‘Vhus did G. Britain lofe a place of great 
importance to her trade, which had 
been fortified at a vait expence, and 
with it a part of her national honour.

We had no accounts of any acon 
worth notice having been pertormied by 
the Brith during tne lait year, except 
that Col. Armitrong, with about 420 
Penfylvanian provincials, in the begin.

the Ohio, about twenty-five miles above 
Dugueine, and killed between 
ty and forty of thole people. 

Gen. Sir William Johnfon, who has 
for anumber of years been in great te 
pute among the Indians, has of late bee 
of much fervice to his country, 1 du- 
fuacing thoie ot the Six Nations and 9 
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March 1757: 
appointed, when the feafon fit for action 
came on. If we find matters turn out 
betterin the feafon 1757, we fhall glad- 
ly give accounts ot them to our readers. 
Spaniards tell us, that the re- 
hellion in Paraguay, in South America, 
has received fuch a check from their 
troops, afiilted by thofe of Portugal, that 
they hove it will foon be at an end. 

We had no advice worth notice trom 
the Ea? Indies through the year, but 
cat the Brith Vice-Admiral Watton, 
onthe rath of February, took Geniah, 
thechtef fort of the famous pirate An- 
ona, who uled to fubitt himfelf and his 

iets by freebooting upon thips of 
‘nations which came in his way, An- 
ona himlelf was Out of the place among 
the Morattes; but the Britith made pri- 
fonere his wife and children, his mother, 
his brother, and the commander in chief 
cfhis erabs. The Britith found in the 
slace upwards of 200 pieces of can- 
con, /brafs mortars, a large quantity of 
ammunition of all kinds, and about 
130,000 |. Sterling in money and efte¢ts. 
Of late the French have told us, that 
fome nabobs to whom Angria uled to pay 
tribute, are refolved to be revenged on 
the Britith. No body doubts but that the 
French would be glad of this, though 
Ancria was a plague to the trading part 
ofmankind in that part of the world. 
In the mean time they feem to acknow- 
hedge, that the Brinih are in alliance 
with one powerful nabob, who is able to 
sford them fuch aflilance as they will 
probably need. Jn the prefent fituation 
otatairs, both Britith and French are 
fending reinforcements of war-fl:ips and 
loldiers to the Eatt Indies.

I. The genera! faéts eftablifhed by the 
evidence are as follow. 

The Admiral was within three miles 
of St Philtp’s, and had jent out tome 
frigates to land a letter for Gen Blike- 
ney, when he ditcovered the French 
flect. 

As ioon as the French fleet was dif- 
covered, he called in the frigates and 
cruilers, and made towards the enemy. 

When our tleet fiit ood tor that of 
the French, the thip which was ftern- 
mott in the engagement was nrit ahead ; 
fo that the thips which afterwards form- 
ed the rear then formed the van. 

This order conunued ull the fignal 
was made to tack. 

When the fignal to tack was made, 
we had ftretched beyond the enemy with 
the then van, but the rear was jult even 
with them. 

After we had tacked, the Admiral’s 
divifion, which then became the rear, 
was lomething allern of the french rear ; 
but Mr Weilt’s divifion, which then be- 
came the van, was not aftern of the van. 

‘The two fieets were not parallel to 
each other in either divition; there be- 
ing only one mile diitance between the 
headmott fhip of our van, and the head- 
thip of the enemy's, and three 
miles diftance between the flernmotlt fhip 
of our rear, and the flernmolt of the e- 
nemy’s. 

The diftance between the two dcivi- 
fions of both fleets was about three 
miles; fo that the rear divifion of the 
French was three miles afiern of their 
van, and our rear divilion about the 
fame ditlance aftern of our van; thouph 
the dittance of the French rear was et- 
ther a little lefs than three miles, or 
the diilance of our rear a little more, as 
our rear was fomewhat aitern of the e- 
nemy's.
